First Aid For Burns 


Burns are a type of injury that require an im- 
mediate first aid response in order to minimize the 
damage. Unfortunately, over the years many 
“remedies” have been taught that actually make 
the burn injury more severe. 

The Agawam Fire Department offers the follow- 
ing emergency first aid tips so that you will act 
properly in the event you witness an accidental 
burn injury. 

e Stop the burning process! If the person is on 
fire, have them drop and roll. Wrap them is a rug or 
blanket, if available. 

e Apply cool water to the burned area, cover the 
burn with a clean dry cloth and get medical help 
immediately. Cooling a burn is essential because 
skin will continue to burn even after the fire is out 
or the heat source is removed. If not cooled im- 
mediately, the burn will penetrate deeper into the 
skin layers. 

The deeper the burn, the more serious itis... the 
longer it takes to heal, the greater the chance of 
infection, the greater the need for surgery and the 
more painful the experience. Cool water should 
be used to remove the heat; however, don’t cool 
too large a burn - shock may occur. 

e If the burn is caused by a chemical spill or 
scald burn, flood the burn with cool water and 
remove the clothing. 

e Never apply a greasy ointment such as 
petroleum jelly or butter to a burn. These oint- 
ments may hold heat in, making the burn more 


severe. Do not put ice directly on the skin and 
don’t pack a burn victim in ice. 


A burn’s seriousness is classified as first-, se-. 


cond, and third-degree, depending on how deeply 
the skin has been damaged. 

A first-degree burn appears red and sore, but 
not blistered. If cooled with water promptly, this 
burn should heal on its own. 

A second-degree burn is blistered and painful. 
Do not break the blisters. They form a protective 
covering over the wound. 

Third-degree is white, brown, or charred and 
may appear painless at first. Because the victim 
may not feel pain, he or she may refuse treatment. 
fecognlze the need for medical attention and get 

elp. 
Both second- and third-degree burns require 
medical attention. Cool the burn with water, cover 
with a clean cloth, and keep the victim quiet and 
warm until the rescue squad arrives. Call the 
rescue squad at 911. 

DO NOT TREAT BURNS YOURSELF! You could 
cause an infection or lose the use of the burned 
area permanently. If you are burned seriously, ask 
to be taken to the nearest burn hospital or flown 
to such a facility. Do not take burns lightly; com- 
plications can be fatal.

AHS Football Parents 
Wish To Clarify Incident 


To The Editor: 

We would like to clarify certain facts of an alter- 
cation that occurred at a recent high school spor- 
ting event that was totally unnecessary and that 
was portrayed completely inaccurately in the 
newspaper (not The Advertiser News). 

In the November 6th football game between 
Cathedral High School and Agawam High School, 
an unfortunate situation was reported on but alas, 
as always, the press deems it necessary to only 
include the information they desire rather than 
the actual facts. 

Therefore, we would like to set the record 
straight so that people will have a more accurate 
picture of what really happened. 

In the normal course of play an Agawam player 
tackled and drove out of bounds (on the Cathedral 
sideline), the Cathedral quarterback. The two 
players were entwined together and the Cathedral 
player was trying to avoid another person when he 
fell into the Cathedral bench and the Agawam 
player fell with him. 

At that point the Cathedral players on the 
bench went after the Agawam player, while the 
Cathedral quarterback tried to stop them by yell- 
ing that the Agawam player was not trying to hurt 
him - he was trying to hold him up. But by then 
other players were involved which wouldn’t have 
been too much of a problem to break up. 

But what then happened is that spectators from 
the Cathedral stands become involved and were 
hitting and attempting to hit the Agawam players. 
One Agawam player was repeatedly punched in 
the stomach while he was being held over the 
fence by someone from the stands. 

This player had to be helped off the field to the 
Agawam sideline where he lay for 5-10 minutes 
before being able to get up. 

This is what really took place. But of course, it 
wasn’t detailed in the article written about the 
game. Instead, what was focused on was 
Cathedral’s accomplishments during the game 
and the unfortunate circumstances that the game 
was played under. 

No doubt, this game was most difficult due to 
thesudden deatn of a parent of a Cathedral player 
(for whom we express our utmost sympathy). But 
this was was by no means an excuse to benave 
poorly and to take out frustration and hurt on in- 
nocent people. If CHS was not in an emotional 
position to play this game, it could have been 
postponed. 

4n today’s society where violence is becoming a 
common occurrence, we must make it known that 
these type of actions will not be tolerated. But 
this will not happen if the truth about-a situation 
is not told and the people responsible are not held 
accountable. 

As long as this kind of behavior is condoned 
and/or covered up, our children and ourselves will 
continue to be confronted with it. 

We would hope that someone would have learn- 
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ed a lesson from this experience, but we are 

afraid that the only lesson is that if you act inap- 

propriately and hurt someone in the process, be 

quiet and pretend nothing happened and it will be 
overlooked. 

That is not as it should be.

ALERT - Mixed Populations 
In Elderly Housing 


To The Editor: 

Last August | wrote to Gov. Weld (copies to area 
legislators) expressing my distress from his veto 
of sections 162 and 291 of the Budget, thus remov- 
ing the 10% cap on non-elderly disabled in Hous- 
ing for the Elderly. | told him | would be working 
for an override of his veto and felt that he should, 
instead, be setting his goals on proper housing for 
the young disabled and allow the elderly the 
security of their own housing. 

Also, many Agawam persons, through the ef- 
forts of Zelda Downie, Marge Troncini, and others, 
signed petitions asking for the veto override. 
These were sent to area legislators and joined 
those from other areas of the state. 

An override vote, scheduled for September 
27th, was postponed ‘‘to a later date” at the re- 
quest of Representative Jordan of Springfield and 
Kollios of Worcester, and a recent letter from our 
own Representative Mike Walsh reports no veto 
override is being considered at this time. This is 
disappointing and disturbing for its apparent lack 
of understanding of the very real problem our low- 
income seniors now face—an influx of non- 
elderly in our elderly housing units. 

The mix of non-elderly disabled—who can be 
young, mentally ill patients and recovering 
substance abusers—can only lead to disruption 
of the elderly’s well-deserved “peace and quiet” 
lifestyle. The two populations are not a suitable 


“mix for elderly housing. Further, this action is 


diametrically opposed to the recent move to help 
our frail elderly remain in their home environment 
as long as possible and out of nursing homes. 

The House very recently passed a Bonding Bill, 
HB 5559—now being considered by the Senate. 
This Bill includes authorization for community- 
based programs for housing the mentally ill and 
also includes the 10% cap language on non- 
elderly populations in elderly housing which the 
Governor vetoed in July. Senator Linda Melconian 
has assured us of her support of this Bill. 

It is imperative that we citizens do two things: 

1) Write your Representative requesting the 
override veto take place before this session of the 
legislature ends. We cannot afford to “wait and 
see” whether or not HB 5559 passes the Senate. 
That takes too long. Our lifestyle is already in 
jeopardy. 

2) Contact your State Senator asking support 
for HB 5559, including the 10% cap on the non- 
elderly in elderly housing. 

Your Housing Authority Office can supply you 
with the phone and room numbers of your Senator 
at the State House, Boston, 22133. As our 
Agawam COA Director, Richard Mundo, .so often 
reminds us, ‘Seniors have clout and our 
legislators listen.”” LET THEM HEAR YOU NOW! 

Also remember the: definitions of ‘‘disabled”’ 
and their “priorities” have been greatly expanded 
under the Federal Americans With Disabilities Act 
of 1990. Do not permit‘elderly housing to become 
a stepchild (as our senior van transportation is 
becoming) due to DOA.

Continue Tradition 
Started In 1949

Back in 1949, a group of women from the 
Leonard Street area of town assembled every two 
weeks to sew, darn socks, eat, and discuss impor- 
tant world and town events. 

Incredibly, 44 years later, covering six decades, 
this group meets once a month for lunch at local 
restaurants to continue the long-established 
friendships that have blossomed over the years. 

Calling themselves ‘The 49ers” (in honor of 


- 1949), the group five years ago ended their long-

home every two weeks in favor of the 12:30 p.m. 

luncheon on the second Tuesday of the month. 
Gossip Kept To A Minimum - 

“The main reason we are still very close is 
because no one ever gossiped,” said Ethel Fraser 
at the Monte Carlo Restaurant in West Springfield 
on Tuesday, November Qth. ‘‘We have always talk- 
ed about important matters like our families, town 
events, and world politics. lf anyone ever started 
to gossip,’ said Mrs, Fraser, “we would drown 
them out by talking rather loudly.” 

Group member Melba Drewnowski added, “‘We 
have talked about town issues and our own 
families. You name it and we've discussed it.” 

Originally the group was limited to eight 
women for sewing purposes. Each member would 
need her own light and space to sew. As the years 
progressed, the group grew to 11 members. ‘‘We 
have made long-lasting friendships,” said Joyce 
Dumas. “It’s a nice and congenial group.” 

Several of the women are still neighbors on 
Leonard Street. During the early days, the women 
would tuck their young children into bed and 
leave them in their husbands’ care. Armed with 
sewing baskets and socks for darning, members 
of “The 49ers’’ would walk down Leonard Street to 
the home of the hostess for that evening. 

The evening’s hostess served coffee and sand- 
wiches or her speciality dessert. Member Agnes 
Lipski’s specialty was apple dumplings (and her 
husband always managed to sneak a few). ‘““My 
husband always joined the table for dessert,’ 
Mrs. Lipski told us. 

Several group members joked about the 
favorite dessert offering of Ethel Fraser. She at- 
tempted to make cranberry bread with jelly 
cranberries. “It came out purple but | still served 
it,"’ said Mrs. Fraser, claiming the dessert was en- 
joyed by everyone.

The women also teased Mrs. Fraser for her in- 
famous basket of socks. ‘Ethel would bring along 
a huge basket of socks for darning,” said Mrs. 
Cross, ‘‘but she never did them. Ethel threw away 
the whole basket of socks at the end of the 
season.” 

Mrs. Cross remembered the whole 
neighborhood as being a playground. Children of 
group members grew up and played together on 
Leonard Street. ‘Our kids thought Leonard Street 
was such a wonderful street to grow up on,” she 
added. 

This group of women from Leonard Street have 
made. many contributions to the Town of 
Agawam. They organized picnic for friends and

families at St. John’s Field. They brought along 
food for the family and for the neighbors. The 
group also once organized a parade and began 
their own softball league. 

The women laughed when remembering games 
played against a team from Sacred Heart Church 
in Feeding Hills. 

The monthly luncheons keep “The 49ers” in 
close contact. While all of the members do not 
live on Leonard Street any longer, and their lives 
have changed dramatically from those more 
nostalgic days of years past, these monthly lun- 
cheons continue a time-honored tradition. 

“We have had 44 years of activity that has been 
pleasant as well as beneficial to all of us,” said 
Mrs. Fraser.

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Thanksgivings Old & Thanksgivings New... 
True Meaning Of Thanksgiving 
Being Learned By College Co-Ed 


Thanksgiving Day in the United States is an an- 
nual day of thanks for the blessings of the year 
and is observed on the fourth Thursday in 
November. !t began with the Pilgrims in celebra- 
tion of their first colony and its survival through 
the bitter winter back in 1620. The Pilgrims 
feasted on wild turkey and venison with their In- 
dian friends. 

On November 26th, 1769, President George 
Washington issued a proclamation stating that 
Thanksgiving Day was to be a day of prayer and 
thanks to God. It was to be celebrated by all 
religious denominations, a circumstance that 
helped to promote a spirit of common heritage. 

Credit for establishing the day asa national 
holiday is usually given to Sarah J. Hale, editor 
and founder of Ladies’ Magazine in Boston. Her let- 
ters to President Abraham Lincoln in the 1860’s 
(urging the establishment of a national holiday of 
thanksgiving) resulted in Lincoin’s proclamation 
designating the last Thursday in November as 
Thanksgiving Day. 

A traditional Thanksgiving dinner takes place 
yearly at the White House and in almost every 
American home. Roast turkey and pumpkin pie 
are among the symbols of this festival. Schools 
and businesses close for the day of family reu- 
nion and national giving of thanks. 

After reviewing the true meaning of Thanksgiv- 
ing, | question my own feelings on this holiday. In 
the past, Thanksgiving was always celebrated 
with my family. It was a day of eating almost 
everything in sight, watching a plethora of foot- 
ball games, and drinking a few glasses of dinner 
wine. 

A Typical Thanksgiving Day 

Thanksgiving Day would begin with the high 
schoo! football game between my hometown of 
Canton and its rival, Stoughton High School. After

a day of feasting. However, being the youngest 
member of a family of seven children, | was usual- 
ly the last to feast.

because of the high risk involved. Often the com- 
panies they represent are obscure with no track 
record or even any products to sell. Even worse, 
the penny stock market is prone to fraudulent 
practices and get-rich-quick schemes.

Growth stocks. These stocks are offered by up- 
and-coming companies and usually don’t pay 
dividends because earnings are used to grow and 
expand the company.

stable source of income. Dividends from utility

—The Remains of the Day 

The Merchant-Ivory filmmaking team has come 
up with another winner in The Remains of the Day, 
an exquisite portrayal of another time, another 
place, and a man whose devotion to duty blinds 
him to all but the task at hand. 

Anthony Hopkins is Stevens, the gentieman’s 
gentleman, whose unflustered perfection keeps 
Darlington Hall (an English country estate) 
flourishing even as the world catapults towards 
World War Ii. 

Hopkins has since youth been trained by his 
equally dutiful father to be neither seen nor heard 
as he performs the tasks of the day; unquestion- 
ing, subserviant, taking pride in only being able to 
serve his supposedly more intelligent, policymak- 
ing masters. 

He runs Darlington Hall to chilling perfection, 
never allowing his own feelings to interfere with 
the business at hand. 

into this unflappable lifestyle comes his father, 
who at 75 is still working, now as assistant butler 
to his son. And like father, like son, both take 
pride in their jobs well done. 

into this picture comes Emma Thompson as the 
lovely housekeeper Sally (Miss Kenyon, if you 
please), who finds herself entering into a calm, 
quiet battle of wit and words with the indomitable 
Stevens. 

As policymakers and gentlemen leaders from 
across the world convene at the hal! to discuss 
the state of Europe and the emergence of Hitler, 
Stevens’ father lies dying in an attic room, and 
Stevens (putting duty before family) stays on the 
job, looking mildly “tired” but never admitting 
publicly or privately to grief or pain. 

Drawn to Stevens, Sally finds herself looking in 
his direction for a love she eventually realizes will 
not be returned. She leaves to marry someone 
else, but not before we, the viewers, catch glimp- 
ses Of something wondrous between the two— 
something wondrous that will never be allowed to 
bioom. , 

Only after the head of Darlington Hail is 
discredited, dishonored, and dead, and the house 
comes under the management of a retired 
American diplomat (Christopher Reeve), does 


Stevens begin to rethink his life and understand 


what he has given up in the name of duty. And as 
he searches for a new pus shee ag for his new 
master (and perhaps a new life for himself), his 
thoughts turn to Sally. 

The Remains of the Day is exquisitely filmed in 
flashbacks as an older Stevens journeys to find 
the Sally he remembered, and there is no finer ac- 
ting that in this performance by Hopkins. 

It is amonumentally quiet film and the dialogue 
is often political; bits and pieces of behind-the- 
scenes negotiating on the policy and strategy of 
pre-war England, France, and Germany. It’s a film 
of few words and many expressions, and nary a 
character or detail out of place.- 

Though | (if | had to choose) preferred the 
earlier The Age of Innocence with it’s vibrant pas- 
sion and its convoluted tale of manners and 
mores, this film is by no means dismissed; it is 
simply different, quieter ... and no less beautiful. 


—Addams Family Values 

Addams Family: Values comes in a poor second to 
the original big screen version, with Gomez and 
Morticia (Raul Julia and Angelica Huston) romp- 
ing in sadomasochistic splendor over the birth of 
their new mustached son. 

Into this campy picture comes the Black Widow 
(Joan Cusack), a vampish blonde nanny with her 
eye on Uncle Fester’s bankroll. The widow, it 
seems, has a habit of marrying men and killing 
them for the money. 

Into the mish-mash of jokes-getting stale are 
jealous little Addamses getting shipped up the 
river to an elite summer camp for rich kids, and a 
not-funny saga of 50 ways to kill your seemingly 
immortal baby brother. I’m sorry, but guillotining a 
baby is not my idea of humor. 

The best thing in the film is the Julia/Huston 
team (who keep up a semblage of campy banter), 
and the striking 1940’s lighting used to make 
Huston look like the famous stars of yester- 
day—the Joan Crawfords and Joan Fontaines and 
Betty Davis’ who lighting designers did their ut- 
most to make their images memorably perfect. 

As for the rest of the film, keep it simple: rent 
the first version and leave this one alone.

NOVEMBER 15th - RIVERSIDE PARK FIGHTS 
TOWN ASSESSMENT 

Riverside Park is scheduled to take the Board of 
Assessors before the state Appellate Tax Board 
tomorrow to settle a long-simmering dispute over 
the valuation the board has placed on the amuse- 
ment park. 

According to Frederick Drew, Chairman of the 
Board of Assessors, the case involves an $800,000 
difference of opinion between the Board and the 
management of Riverside Park.

NOVEMBER 21st - CONTROVERSY STILL RAGES 
ON TOWN DUMP CONTROL 

Dissention continues among town officials 
over whether the dump which Jobar Inc. operates 
on the Agawam Meadow is town-controlled or not. 

The immediate decision lies in the hands of 
Building Inspector Joseph J. Conte, who said to- 
day he is still undecided. 

As to whether the dump is controlled by the 
town, Conte said that “town controlled means 
controlled by the town meeting members.” In- 
asmuch as the -town meeting specifically 
authorized the selectmen to create a dump soley 
for the benefit of Agawam residents, the dump, as 
it is currently operated, does not come under town 
control, Conte concluded.

For the fifth time in two years, the Housing 
Authority has switched the proposed site of a 
60-apartment housing project for elderly people. 

The location the Authority now prefers for the 
project is near the intersection of Silver Street and 
Perry Lane. It is owned by Jennie. Hall. The 
previous favored site owned by John Magovern 
and located at the end of Wright Street, has been 
abandoned. 

The Authority made the decision at its annual 
dinner meeting at the Federal Hill Ciub. All three 
of the members who attended the meeting voted 
for the new site. They were Chairman Richard J. 
Dudek, Raymond E. Charest, and Alfred St. John. 

Surprised by the Housing Authority’s decision 
were two members who did not attend the dinner 
meeting. 

Frank Chriscola, Jr. said today that he was 
notified of the dinner meeting, but assumed that 
no substantive business would be conducted, as 
has been the tradition with dinner meetings.

(Turkey and vegetable mixture can be prepared 1 
day ahead. Cover turkey and remaining vegetable 
mixture separately and chill. Uncover turkey and 
let stand at room temperature one hour before 
continuing.) 

Preheat oven to 350F. Arrange remaining 
vegetable mixture in pan around turkey; pour in 
chicken stock. Roast turkey until thermometer in- 
serted into thickest part of thigh registers 175F, 
basting every 30 minutes with pan juices, about 2 
hours 30 minutes. Transfer turkey to platter. Tent 
loosely with foil and let stand 30 minutes. 


GRAVY 
3 cups turkey stock (homemade with turkey neck, 
heart, and gizzard) 
5 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
Chopped giblets and neck meat (reserved from 
turkey stock) 

Remove rack from roasting pan. Add turkey 
stock to pan. Place pan directly over 2 burners. Br- 
ing to a boil, scraping up browned bits. Remove 
pan from heat. Spoon 4 tablespoons fat from top 
of pan juices into heavy saucepan and set over 
medium-high heat. Add flour to saucepan and 
whisk 2 minutes. Strain pan juice into flour mix- 
ture and whisk until smooth. Simmer until gravy is 
reduced to sauce consistency, whisking occa- 
sionally, about 25 minutes. Season gravy to taste 
with salt and pepper.

This program enhances our ability 
to individualize a student’s learning in Math and 
Reading. Students are referred by their classroom 
teachers, and a screening test is administered to 
determine which pupils are in need of Chapter | 
remedial services. 

Chapter | Math and Reading services are provid- 
ed at Clark, Granger, Phelps, and Robinson Park 
Elementary Schools, grades 1 through 4. The Mid- 
die School offers remediation in the area of Math. 
Each of these five schools has a full-time teacher 
to address the needs of those students that 
qualify for services. : 

Teachers spend a great deal of time developing 
highly motivative and creative lessons which pro- 
mote student success. Many of these lessons 
have been created as a result of teachers atten-

ding workshops and brainstorming with other 
educators. 

Once a student qualifies for the Math and/or 
Reading program, an individual syllabus is 
developed. Each child works at his own level and 
progresses at his own rate of speed. The Chapter | 
teachers maintain constant communication with 
the regular classroom teachers in order to 
evaluate student progress. Communication is a 


very important component in the success of this | 


program. 

Chapter | Reading and Math teachers use a 
variety of materials when working with their 
pupils. Along with many teacher-made devices 
are reading laboratories, computers, phonic 
games, an assortment of comprehension 
materials, flash cards, and a series of listening 
tapes and records. The basic intent of the Chapter 
| Reading and Math program is to improve each 
child’s reading and math, allowing him or her to 
meet classroom requirements. Oftentimes, this 
improves the student’s self-image as well as 
academic status. | 

Parents are urged to become part of the pro- 
gram and a parent advisory council has been 
established at each Chapter | school. One func- 
tion of the PAC is to help Chapter | teachers plan 


workshops for parents. The purpose of these | 


workshops is to familiarize parents with the 
various methods and materials used in our 
reading and math classes, and to offer sugges- 
tions enabling them to help their children at 
home. 

Because of the excellent work of our teachers, 
parents, and the Parent Advisory Councils, the 
Chapter | program was successful in meeting. the 
needs of 170 students in Agawam i 1992-1993.

The talented and 
tough Terriers will be going to the Super Bowl as 
they set to square off against Central. 

Both teams have big bruising clubs that don’t 
do too much Tom Foolery. They simply line up and 
go straight ahead when the ball is snapped. It is 
going to be a great battle.

| thought that it might be fun to take a nostalgic 

eek at some of the Agawam-West Springfield 
football battles which range all the way back to 
1924. Our town library does not keep back edi- 
tions of the Union News—just the Advertiser News. 
And their friendly and helpful staff assisted me in 
procuring some copies from the past 10 or 12 
ears. 
% Actually, it looked as if somebody had been 
down in those catacombs before to rummage 
through those little pieces of history. Ah yes, the 
power of the written word. The problem is that 
many of the back issues are missing! The 
librarian told me that they ARE recorded on film, 
but not on the microfiche. Still, there are scrap- 
books all over town that have captured these little 
pieces of history. 

The first issue that | was able to procure came 
from 1978 and it was great to see my pode buddy 
Gary Geiger in a picture at the top of the sports 
page. He was joined by Mike B’Shara, Mike 
Longhi, Mario Mercadante, Gerry Mason, Jay 
Berry, Dave Stuart, and Rick LeClerc. 

Best Season Of Any Squad Since 1966 

It was in that issue that | learned that (under 
coach Jack Michalak), that 1978 team had the 
best season of any AHS squad since 1966. They 
drilled West Side 42-6 behind four B’Shara 
touchdowns and 150 yards rushing by Mer- 
cadante, who also found the end zone once. 
LeClerc kicked four PAT’s and the Brownies hada 
lot to feel good about. : 

The next issue available was the 1980 season 
when the West Siders got sweet revenge with a 
26-0 whitewashing. Michalak was quoted in that 
edition as saying that three of the four Agawam

captains were hurt and unavailable to play, so it 
made a big difference that day. 

Terriers named Tim Ceccetelli, Vin DeStefano, 
and Tom Hall had big days and the only Brownie 
to get something positive done was a kid by the 
name of Paul Dezeille, who lugged the rock for 900 
total yards that season. 

The 1992 Brownies rose up from the almost 
dead in a Mud Bowl at Clark Field in West Side to 
win 14-7. Todd Chamberlain caught two Dan 
Moriarty passes for almost identical touchdowns, 
including the game winner in the final two 
minutes. Nick Langone and Brian King made big 
defensive plays. Bob Kunkel and Nate Wooley 
made big catches in the critical fourth quarter and 
Brian Brunelle sealed the game by nailing a Ter- 
rier and causing a late fumble which Chamberlain 
recovered. 

In 1991, the Brownies and Terriers played in 
front of a terrific crowd on a beautiful day, but it 
may have been as disappointing a loss (and per- 
formance) that any Brownie could ever remember. 
After zipping through the year with a solid team 
and high hopes, the team flattened out and lost 
their last three games of the season. West Side 
won it 4-0 and Agawam never challenged them 
despite the big crowd at Harmon Smith Fieid. Eric 
Afanasiew and Terry Holloway scored the 
touchdowns for West Springfield—Holloway 
scored on an option pass from Brownie killer Mike 
Clements. 

Clements was the man in 1990, too, as West 
Side won 16-8 at Clark Field. 3,500 fans saw 
Agawam self-destruct on defense by stopping the 
Terriers on the opening drive only to get a 
roughing the passer penalty which kept the drive 
alive. Clements zoomed home from 13 yards out 
and later added a four yard scoring run. Dave 
McKay got a late score for Agawam and Mike 
Briggs scored the two point conversion. 

1989 Will Be Remembered

The Brownies got a 17 yard TD pass from Dean 
LeClerc to Ken Berard later to seal the deal and 
3,000 fans at Harmon Smith Field had a great day 
soaking up the victory. 

West Side had led the game early when’a guy 
named Ted Lachtara blocked a Mike Shayda punt 
and recovered it for a touchdown. The Brownies 
got back into it when Mike Toto recovered a fum- 
ble and Mark Tessicini scored from 10 yards out to 
cut the margin to 7-6. Kevin O’Keefe had a big 
game at linebacker for Agawam in that one. 

One may wonder why | chose to put these cap- 
sules out of order. Memories are seldom in 
order—our memory banks tend to process infor- 
mation by intensity and not in chronological 
order.

Rehab 
Gab fear if

Conditioning is one of the most important 
aspects of preparing an individual for their com- 
petitive sports seasons. Depending on the sport 
and level of competition, these seasons can last 
from four to eight months. Examples of these 
endeavors are high school or college sports, town 
league teams, or taking part in a road-racing or 
triathlon schedule. 

A comprehensive program on aerobic condi- 
tioning, strength training, and flexibility will help 
reduce the incidence of injury, and will allow for 
more time to be spent on improving skills and 
game tactics to help insure a winning season. 

A popular method used by coaches to 
guarantee a reasonable level of aerobic condition- 
ing early in the season is to require that the 
athletes be able to accomplish a distance run of 
1.5 to two miles in a certain amount of time (well 
before the first practice session). Another test of 
fitness is running a series of 40-yard dashes; this 
measures anaerobic capacity and the ability to 
recover from all-out exercise and perform again. 
The higher the level of conditioning, the faster the 
return to performing at a high level. 

Aerobic conditioning is the key to being able to 
realize these simple goals. There are a variety of 
aerobic activities at the disposal of the athlete. 
The most obvious is distance running. 

A beginning program can include walking/runn- 
ing for 20 minutes continuously and progressing 
to running for those 20 minutes. Then increase the 
amount of time of continuous running to 30-40 
minutes per session. 

Start with three sessions per week for 20 
minutes and slowly increase to five sessions per 
week at this amount of time. Slowly increase the 
amount of time up to 30-40 minutes, as fitness im- 
proves. 

Bicycling is another form of aerobic training, 
but is less sport-specific than running. However, 
remember that muscles do not know what they 
are doing, but will continue to get strong as long 
as they are exercised. 

A five-mile bicycle ride is comparable to a 
20-minute run, with respect to conditioning. If an 
athlete has access to a fitness center, aerobic 
conditioning can be done on the equipment found 
in that facility. 

In addition, weight machines and/or free weight 
equipment would be available for strength train- 
ing. With winter just around the corner, the fitness 

‘center is a logical option, and cross-country ski- 
ing is a good substitute for running programs. 


Strength training would be a valuable addition 
to any pre-season program. A beginning program 
should be one that stresses high repetitions 
against a resistance that can be moved comfor- 
tably through the full range of motion of the in- 
volved joint. Circuit training—the use of strength 
training equipment to achieve aerobic condition- 
ing—is also an excellent method to improve the 
fitness level of the athletes. Strength training

should be scheduled for a three or four day a week 
program. 

While all strength training programs should be 
supervised, it is especially important for athletes 
who are below the high school level to be 
monitored closely by personnel who are specially 
trained in strength training. 

Another facet of the pre-season program that 
should not be ignored is flexibility. An overall 
stretching program beginning in the pre-season 
and continuing throughout the season will help to 
limit the number of injuries, decrease the amount 
of time away from the playing field, and enhance 
the level of play for all players. 

Once the season begins, conditioning should 
not be ignored. Practices should include a period 
of time for exercise to maintain the elements of 
conditioning worked so hard on during the pre- 
season. 

The conditioning exercises should include a 
ball (if the sport uses one) whenever possible, but 
other activities such as Frisbee Football or Freeze 
Tag are options to be used for variety. 

Any weight training program that has been in 
place for the pre-season should be reduced in 
both intensity and frequency (but not stopped!) 
during the season. The resistance should be 
reduced to maintain strength, and the number of 
sessions per week should be reduced to twice a 
week. 

If the number of competitions per week ex- 
ceeds two, thought should be given to discontinu- 
ing the in-season strength training program. It is 
important to maintain a high level of fitness, but 
not to overtrain the athlete; this will lead to a 
decrease in performance and even a loss of en- 
thusiasm for the sport, which should be avoided 
at all costs.
